Milton village was visited by the 


most destructive fire in its history yes- 
' terday afternoon. At 1:30 o'clock Hon. 
P. M. Green saw smoke coming out of 
the east gable of E. A. Holmes' build- 
ing, occupied by hjm as a store and 
dwelling. 
He gave the alarm and in.a 


few senondsa goodly number were pres- 
ent. There was no one at home, the 
family having gone to H. E..Holmes' 
place for dinner. The front doors were 
broken in at once, but owing to the 
dense and stiffling volumes of smoke it 
was impossible to locate the fire, but it 
appeared to be in tie room back of the 
store proper. The desk, safe and a few 
other articles were go't out of that room 
and some things from the upper floor 
and cellar, but nothing of much value. 
The loss to Mr. Holmes and family can- 
not be estimated in. dollars and cunts, as 
it included all the household goods and 
wearing appared and many heirlooms 
that cannot be replaced. 


The loss is estimated at $6.000

struct a canal across Nicaragua. Pres- 
dent Zelaya has placed them in con- 
ference with the acting minister or 
public works in order to ascertain 
what they propose to accomplish and 
what guaranties they will offer in re-

"Maritime Canal company of Nicara- 
gua" is still alive and 'that its charter 
is unimpeachable and is to remain in 
force until October, 1899, according to 
the company, but only until October, 
1898, as claimed by the government of 
Nicaragua. 


Even if the existing concession to 


the Maritime Canal company of Nic- 
aragua, chartered by the government 
o)! the United States, were abrogated, 
there comes to the front the concession 
granted in 1897 to the Caribbean ana 
Pacific Transit company, limited, of 
Liverpool, England (really Leech, Har- 
risoii and Forwoo'd of Liverpool), for 
the exclusive right of steam navigation 
on the Rio San Juan del Norte for 30 
years, with other concessions of lands, 
timber, etc. This company desires to 
control not only interoceanic transpor- 
tation across Nicaragua, but claims the 
privilege, in its charter, to build and 
operate a 
system 
of 
railroad and 


steamboat transportation sufficient to 
control the interior transportation of 
the country. 
With such privileges 


the English company is not likely to 
sell out to a new concern, even if the 
latter succeeds in having the existing 
charter of the Maritime Canal com- 
pany annulled. 


It is not probable, either, that Nicar- 


agua will grant a canal-constructing 
charter or concession to any new corn-

to fall away from the sound money po- 
sition taken so forcibly in 1896, but so 
far as indications go they will be satis- 
fied with even a small plurality. 
It is 


a situation with which politicians are fa- 
miliar. It is the usual reaction after an 
overwhelming victory, intensified some- 
what by the excitements of the war. A 
few optimistic democrats predict victory 
for their party as the result 
of 
the 


marked lack of enthusiasm, but they are 
only getting iu a position to be griev 
iously disappointed. Wisconsin will re 
main republican. 


Hope For a JQult. 


Among other reasons given by some 


of the democratic leaders for their hope 
of success is an alleged threatened Nor- 
wegian bolt. Each campaign 
for ten 


years or more there has been the same 
report, and each time when the votes 
were counted it has been found that the 
Norwegians were, as they always have 
been, standing steadily by the republican 
ticket. They will do the same this 
year.

CONSIDERATE MOTHER. 


Pana, 111., Oct. 17.—Great excitement 


prevails here over the discovery that 
the imported 
negroes 
are 
heavily 


- armed despite the fact that Maj. But- 


ler was informed that they were dis- 
armed by Capt. Craig a week ago. 


The discovery was made through the 


murder of Isaiah Ross, 
colored, by 


John Hawkins, a negro miner 
em- 


ployed at the Pana Coal Company's 
-shaft No. 1. 
The shooting occurred 


in the company's office, where 
Ross 


sought refuge. 
Hawkins followed at 


:his heels. A moment later Ross fell to 
the floor with four bullet holes in his 
body. Hawkins was arrested by Pri- 
vates Oscar P. Langstaff and John 
Fait of the Galling section of battery 
B. In making the arrest the soldiers 
discovered that the office was a verita- 
ble arsenal, fully 200 Springfield rifles 
and several thousand rounds of am- 
munition being stored there. 


When these'facts-were reported to 


Maj. Butler the latter was at a loss to 
'know what action to take. He had no 
instructions from Gov. Tanner 
to 


search the offices of the three coal 
•companies 
for 
weapons, 
and tele- 


phoned to the state capital for orders. 


"When the governor is apprised of 


the condition of things," he said, "I 
have no doubt he will at once order me 
to take possession of the office and 
search the shaft for weapons, guns and 
•cartridges." 
At the strikers' headquarters great 


indignation 
prevailed. When 
word 


•was sent there that arms and ammuni- 
tion were secreted in the company s 
•office ready for an emergency they at 
once sent a committee to wait upon 
Maj. 
Butler and enter a protest, on the 


ground that the union miners and citi- 
zens were disarmed when the militia 
was first sent here, and that it was a 
rank injustice to allow guns to be 
kept where the Alabama blacks had 
-free access to them. 


Must Treat All Alike. 


Springfield, 111., Oct. 17.-Col. Youn-5, 


•commanding, and Capt. Forman, quar- 
termaster. First Illinois cavalry, now 
at Virden. held a conference with Gov. 
"Tanner relative to the conditions there. 
The governor again repeated his in- 
structions that everyone, coal operat- 
•ors their deputies, miners and all, 
•were to be protected alike by the strong 
arm of the state militia. The governor 
told Col. Young that he did not want 
the militia to take sides in any legal 
•fight, but to let all that be settled m 
the proper way, through the courts. 


May End Joint Traffic Case. 


Washington, Oct. 17.-The United 


•States supreme court is expected to 
render a decision in the Joint Traffic 
association case, which will be of great 
importance to the railroads 
of 
the 


country, and which may have the effect 
of practically reversing the law as laid 
•down in the transrMissouri case. If the

Cattlemen and Sailors Lost—Chivalrous 
Attempt to Save the Women Is I>e- 


stioiitilblu for Many l>catli». 


London, Oct. 17.—The 
Atlantic 


Transport company has issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the fate 
of the passengers and 
crew of 
the 


steamer Mohegan, which was wrecked 


• last Friday evening off the Lizard, be- 
tween the Manacles and'the Lowlands: 


"Of the passengers eleven have been 


saved, ten bodies have been recovered 
and thirty-three are missing. Of the 


cattlemen thirty-nine have 
, fourteen bodies have been 


recovered and fifty-one are missing." 


Since this was issued twenty-seven 


bodies :.f.ve been picked up, including 
two that have been identified as those 
of passengers. • 


The latest advices from Falmouth 


say that thirty-eight bodies have been 
identified, mostly the bodies of sailors. 
Several are yet unidentified, including 
those o£ two elderly women. One ap- 
pears to be a German. 
She wore a 


watch and a wedding ring, both en- 
graved 1871. The other wore a silver 
brooch, with the letter "D" in pearls. 
This is probably the body of Mrs. Chas. 
Duncan. 


Nine 
of 
the 
bodies have 
been j 


brought to Falmouth, the others to the 
village church at St. Keverine. 
The 


rescued passengers are sheltered at 
cottages along the shore and the crew 
at the Sailors' home at Falmouth. 


The cause of the disaster remains 


the profonndest mystery. Nobody at- 
tempts to explain how the Mohegan 
got so far north of her true course— 
from six to seven miles. There was no 
fog at the time, while the wind on her 
port quarter was not sufficient to pre- 
vent her answering the helm. 


The crew, in a chivalrous effort to 


save the women, made the mistake of 
undermanning the boats. There were 
only four sailors in one boat, which 
capsized as soon as it was launched.

It Is a Slow Moving, Monoto- 


nous Business. 


THE ETIQUETTE TO BE OBSEETED. 


Some Famous Trenttas nucl How They 


Were »eotiated—Paris Has Lone Been 
a Favorite Place For Peace Conven- 
tions—High Art. In Binding Ori|jinal8. 
Treaty making is a slow, monotonous 


business, especially the making of peace 
treaties. The treaty which we are about 
to negotiate with Spain promises to be 
no exception to the rule. It will be late 
in October before the eomiiii.ssioijcrs of 
the two nations meet in Paris, and, 
while they will doubtless gst to work 
with as much promptness as can be ex-

pected of sach august bodies, it will 
doubtless be well along into next spring 
before the document is signed and rati 
fled. 


The first important preliminaries, 


such as the selection of the various com- 
missioners and the choosing of a place of 
meeting, have already been accomplish- 
ed. The president is not limited as to 
who tho commissioners shall be or how 
many he may appoint. Neither is it 
necessary for him to select the same 
number as commissioned by our enemy. 
None of our treaties of peace have thus 
far been signed by a commission equally 
divided as to number. Our peace com- 
missioners may be men of almost any 
position in official or civil lifo whom 
the president may select. Of course it 
would be discourteous to Spain should 
men of inferior rank and ability be coin- 
missioned. It was charged that England 
endeavored to display her contempt for 
ns by appointing men of little conse- 
quence to act for her in the treaty of 
Ghent, which closed the war of 1813. 
On this score Spain cannot complain. 
When we make our secretary of state a 
member of the commission, we are pay- 
ing the humbled clous a fine compli- 
ment. 
, 


There is no strict rule as to the place 


of meeting during the preparation of 
the treaty. In the usual order of diplo- 
matic events a neutral state would lie 
selected, but a precedent contrary to 
this was established for ns \i> 1S4S 
•when the treaty concluding the Mexi- 
can war was signed in Mexican terri- 
tory. 


The peace commission will hnvo at- 


tached to it a secretary with several as- 
sistants, private secretaries, stenogra- 
phers, interpreters and messengers. In 
1814, at Ghent, the British commission- 
ers invited our representatives to meet 
them at the British legation in that 
city, but our commission refused the 
hospitality and tho long deliberations 
previous to the signing of the treaty 
took place in a hotel. 


It is an interesting fact to note just 


here that although the treaty of Ghent 
was signed on Doc. 24, 1814, it did not 
reach Washington until Feb. 18, 1815, 
although it was carried on the fastest 
Rloop of war in the British navy as far 
as New York. Philadelphia was the 
first city to celebrate with a peace ju- 
bilee which occurred on Feb. 15. 


When our commissioners agree with 


those of Spain on the terms of the 
treaty now pending, the fact will be

known all through tho United States 
within an hour or two at most after the 
hiinonuceinent is made in Paris. 


The so called "midnight treaty" by 


which we acquired Alaska from Russia 
by the payment of $7,200,000 was sign- 
ed ill Washington not at midnight, but 
at 4 o'clock on the morning of March 
30, 1807, the final negotiations having 
tasted all night. 


The selection of the French-capital as 


a place of meeting for the commission- 
ers has no particular significance. 
It 


was probably done more for the person- 
al convenience of the treaty makers 
than anything clsu. Paris of course is 
au exceedingly nice place to speud a few 
mouths in, nnd peace cmiunissiouors 
should be made a.s comfortable us pos- 
sible. 


More important treaties have been 


signed ill Paris than in any other city 
in the world. 


By the treaty of !?(>:.! the genpral war 


between Prussia on tho cue side and 
Austria and Russia on the other, with 
the American, French and Indian war 
as a side issnn, was closed; Canada was 
ceded to Great Britain by France and" 
Florida by Spain. The treaty of Paris 
of 17S8, butwer.i '"'rent Britain nnd the 
United States, closed the war of the 
American Revolution and established 
the independence of the United States. 
By the capitulation of Paris, 181-1, Na- 
poleon renounced the imperial power; 
by the convention of Paris, in the same 
year, between France and the allies, the 
boundaries of France were fixed a.s in 
17S2; by the treaty of Paris, ISIS, Na- ' 
poloon wa.s declared the 
prisoner ot ! 


Great Britain, Russia, 
Austria ami 


Prussia, and his person con tided to tl.e 
first named; the treaty of Paris ot ISoti 
closed the Crimean war between Rus- 
sia on tho one side and Great Britain, 
France, Turkey and Sardinia on the 
other. The declaration of Paris, 1850, 
signed by the great powers, but refused 
by the United States, abolished priva- 
teering, provided for the protection of 
goods under a neutral flag and declared 
that a blockade to be binding must be 
effective. 


The first meeting of the two commis- 


sions in the present instance will open 
with a ceremonious exchange of creden- 
tials, each commissioner on either side 
showing his power certified to in writ- 
ing by his minister of foreign affairs or 
secretary of state. The credentials of 
our commissioners will be modest type- 
written sheets, while those of the Span- 
ish commissioners will bo very elaborate 
and verbose, giving at length the full 
title of each holder. 


The negotiations will probably be in- 


terrupted by recesses during which the 
various commissions will submit knotty 
and debated points to their home gov- 
ernments. 
In time, however, all the 


disputes will be settled and two original 
copies of the treaty will be drawn up 
for the dual ratification. 
According to 


the etiquette of nations, Spain will 
take one copy, fix it up with the royal 
arms and seal, bind it according to 
Spanish taste and send it to the state 
department at Washington. Uncle Sam 
will take the other copy, ornament it 
with spread eagles, red, white and blue 
ribbon and such patriotic devices and 
send it to tbo Spanish premier. 


In this way treaties are often made 


works of art. We have a good many 


QwlL.y.eri.-.iin excretes great care in 


tho writing of her "treaties, the engross- 
ing being done by a skilled penman. A 
treaty made with King Leopold of Bel- 
gium in regard to the Kongo Free State 
has a cover cf crimson, crushed levant 
morocco. It is very valuable, as tho em- 
bossing and gold stamping are said to 
have been all done by hand. A treaty 
of amity with Turkey in 1SR2 is written 
with gold ink, and tho Turkish charac- 
ters, which are. made carefully, are very 
graceful. It begins with the sultan's 
insignia in gold, four inches across and 
three inches high. 


When this newest and latest treaty of 


Paris is completed, it will doubtless be 
bound tastefully and elaborately, as bo- 
fits its importance. It haw been suggest- 
ed that Uncle Sam inscribe the copy 
which he sends to Madrid with the 
significant 
phrase, "Remember 
the 


Maine!" but he will do no such thing. 
He is too much of a gentleman.

ed us if they were crown jewels. 


The treaty closing the Revolutionary 


war has a seal bos of .solid silver nix 
inches iu diameter, without oruiuni'iita- 
tiori except for tho British coat of arms 
on the outside. Tho red silk and gold 
cord and tassels by which it is attached 
to the treaty are very gorgeous, althoii^tli 
the gold is somewhat varnished ami the 
silk worn. Tho seal itself, or what is 
left of it, is tho old seal of Great Britain 
of St. Georgo and tho dragon. Like 
most of tho old seals, it is breaking and 
crumbling very badly, and from some 
cause, probably the heat, the impression 
has become so indistinct as to be hardly 
recognizable. There is no pretension to 
engrossing iu the writing, which is tho 
ordinary British business hand of the 
period. Tho lirst words of the treaty 
are, "In the Nr.me of the Most Holy 
and Undivided Trinity." It is signed 
by Goorge R. The representatives of 
tho United States were John Adams, B. 
Franklin and John Jay. 


Russia is very ceremonious in form, 


and one of her recent treaties with the 
United States is finely got up, the seal 
box being of solid gold and the cord 
aud tassels being heavy and splendid. 
The Russian side of this treaty is -writ- 
ten jin French.
